Radical Elem ent Raids the M ills Still 


in Operation and 
Drives Out the 


Employes, Forcing a Suspension of 


Business— W indow s Smashed. Chem­ 


icals Spilled and Considerable Other 


Damage Done. 


Paterson, N. J., April 21.— Striking 
dye helpers stormed 
the establish­ 
ments that were still running and by 
force compelled tin- suspension of busi­ 
ness i* their trade. 
They engaged in 
I series of running fights with the po­ 
lice and plant managers and in one of 
the severest clashes exchanged a voi­ 
le.! of pistol shots with them. 
Many 
persons on either side were severely 
injured during the rioting, but none 
dangerously SM. 
It was believed for a 
time that it would be neeessasry to 
ask the aid of state troops to restore 
order to insure protection to life and 
property, but the police expressed con­ 
fidence in their ability to handle the 
situation and no requisition for outside 
aid was made. 
Judge Dixon called the 
grand jury and charged them to indict 
persons guilty of rioting. 
The conservative element among the 
strikers had in the meantime disa­ 
vowed the* violence of their fellows and 
urged a return to peaceful means to 
gain the end that was sought. 
A written demand upon the employ­ 
e e for pay was formulated and com­ 
mittees opened 
negotiations 
foe its 
consideration. 
Large numbers of the 
strikers are in sullen spirits and it is 
predicted that any attempt on the part 
of the employers to resume business 
without dealing with them would he 
desperately resisted. 


Disorders Began Early. 


W hen the strikers completed their 
campaign against the plants in opera 
Don the number of men out was found 
to he nearly 4,000. 
The disorder began early in the day 
and VRS unexpected. 
A meeting of 
strikers was held at 8 o’clock at Hue- 
ger's Riverside hull and 
2 ,0 0 0 men 
gathered at the place. 
The hall would 
not accommodate them all and the 
proceedings were slow because of the 
many 
nationalities represented. 
To 
simplify matters it was finally decided 
to have the men of each shop on strike 
appoint a committee of five to repre­ 
sent them. 
The meeting was orderly 
and declared for peace and the men 
were urged to keep away from the 
shops. 
W hile the meeting was 
in 
progress hundreds of strikers stood 
outside the hall 
angrily discussing 
their grievances. 
The radicals urged 
a raid upon the works still in opera­ 
tion. and when their suggestion wa 
approved headed a rush for the plant 
of Johnson, ( ’owdln a- Do.
